Governor Whitman Says 


That is Only Solution 


to Food Problem 


NO REDUCTION OF PRICES 


UNTIL BOYCOTT WORKS 


Prices On Governor's Meals 


at Hotel Are Boosted

New York, Feb. 2G.—A campaign

prices was extended today through 
several avenues. 
This plan was 


adopted .by the board of health, after 
an investigation to ascertain 
just 


how much -suffering existed among 
the poor, and by the mayor's- food' 
supply committee. It was endorsed 
by Governor Whitman who summed 
up his view of the situation by say- 
ing: 


"The people have simply got to 


eat what they can afford to eat." 


The food supply committee sent to 


homes throughout the city by. means 
oi public school children one mil- 
lion circulars urging citizens to eat 
rice instead of potatoes, onions and 
cabbage. 
George W. Perkins, chair- 


man of this committee asserted that 
New York City might expect 
only 


slight reductions in food prices un- 
less the people made up their minds 
to adopt substitutes 
for expensive 


foodstuffs. 
Enough rice is avail-' 


able at low price, he said, to afford 
relief until legislative action can be 
taken. 


On Wednesday it was announced 


public hearings will begin at Albany 
on the Wicks bill creating a state 
department of foods and markets. 


Governor Whitman who. has been 


here since Friday 
night 
devoting 


nearly all his time to the food sit- 
uation, said that while prices were 
unquestionably hic-h throughout the 
state he found no conditions else- 
where resembling those in New York 
City. 
The governor 
received 
personal 


proof of advancing prices yesterday 
when he found many dishes on ihe 
menu at the hotel where he is stay- 
ing cost 10 cents more than on Sat- 
urday. 
The department of health, in a re- 


port to the 
mayor 
found that a 


marked increase in 
the 
export of 


staple foodstuffs had a great influ- 
ence in raising prices, but declared 
nevertheless that there was less de- 
pendency and real need in the city 
than had been common for 
many 


years past. 
At the same time the 


department reported that 
families 


whose incomes were $800 a year or 
less would suffer by their inability 
to buy sufficiently nourishing food at 
the present, prices. The report urgerl 
that the poor be educated to buy 
food more intelligently and said that 
tlie well to do might contribute to- 
ward this education . "by altering 
habits of carelessness and extrava- 
gance in their homes."

joined consumers in

against potatoes, onions ard chick- 
ens and agreed not to sell these ar- 
ticles.
